~NEW ORLEANS, May 19 —Until last 
night, the adjoining city of Jefferson, 
ikpugh included in the Metropolitan 
Police District, has refused to accept 


Metropolitan. force; offering armed 
resistance to every attempt: on the part 
wir 


of the metropolitans to exercise 
functions—litigating the matter, inthe 
courts, meanwhile. 

Last night the metropolitans of this 
city mustered to the number of three 
endeed. under a captain detailed to 
take ¢ harge of the nh pre 4, 
made a movement about ten o’eléck 
on the municipal buildings in Jefferson 
whieh Wis filed with armed citizens. 
A small battle ensued ; twelve or four- 
teen metropolitans w ere W ounded, two 
thought dangerously. Police re treated. 

Gov. Warmoth_ called upon Gen. 
Mow er, commanding the Department: 
of -Loulsiana fortreops. One company, 
which were furnished this morning 
marched quietly. to the eniunicipal 
buildings, meeting‘no o ion, and 
installed the metropolitans in posses- 
sion, 


The citizens ot Jefferson were con- 


siderably excited,’ The soldiers are} 


stillon the ground. No démonstra- 
tions were made against the troops,. 
although the Police force, four thes as 
large as the body of soldie rs, were 
driven off.. None of the citizens, it is 
Delieved, are hurt, they being protec- 
ted by the markethouse and police 
buildings. The municipal election is 
in progress heré very quietly to-day. 

Vhe violence of the metropolitans 
Was entirely unprovoked, and directed 
against unsuspecting and unarmed by- 
standers, the municipal officers having 
disappeared. Considerable excitement 
still exists in Jefferson, and one com- 
inv of troops: still remain there.

In the matter of Carsar GriFFIN— 
petition for habeas corpus coming up 
recently before Chief-Justice CHASE in 
the United States Circuit Court for the, 
District of Virginia—an important | 
opinion was delivered by the Court, 
cheering to the friends of liberty and 
terribly destructive of the Wsarpations 
and unconstitutional legislation of the . 
Federal Congress* In this judicial de- 
cision we discover, as in the 
MINGS, GARLAND and MULLIGAN 
cases a gradual, though timid, resump- 
tion of judicial independence and in- 
tegrity—a retrogression towards con- 
stitutional law and freedom. As in 
the case of the State of Texas ys. 
White et al., there are propositions an- 
nounced and reasonings promulgated, 
that must overthrow ‘the iniquities of 
the present Federal Government and 
again restore to Americans a large por- 
tion of their former liberties. We re- 
gret that the courage of the Bench in 
the United States should ever have 
sunk so low as to prevent the courts 
from dealing at once and directly the 
fatal blow—the coup de grace—to the 
usurping acts of Federal and State 
Legislatures. It is a shame to our 
common American manhood to see our 
courts. ‘‘ beating .around the bugh,’’. 
and veiling in obscure and enigmatical 
sentences its judgments on the great 
questions now presented to them for 
determination, involving the inalien- 
able rights of freemen. When -it 
comes to merely a matter of paltry 
doHars and cents, they are direct 
enough. But when the greater and 
more pervading interests of Ameri- 
can liberty are at stake, they become 
coy and postpone the decision to the 
last minute, as if desirous that these 
lawless measures of lawless, bad men 
shall do all the mischief possible 
before the judicial bridle is put upon 
them. This was not the case 
with English judges, when the liber- 
ties and franchises of Englishmen were 
staked at the English bar. Will our 
courts continue to so act as to make 
Americans regret that they ever ceased 
to be Englishmen. We earnestly, in 
common with all our countrymen, 
hope that at no distant day, our courts 
will throw off this ill-timed and, we 
must say it—criminal reserve—and be 
once more as they were in other days 
and ought always to be, the palladium 
of the liberties of the American cit- 
izen, 

The case of GRIFFIN involves the 
validity and construction of the l4ith 
Constitutional amendment, in this

convieted for a capital offense, before 
Judge Suerry, one of the State Cir- 
cuit Judges of Virginia. Smrerry had 
legally and regularly been appointed 
to the oflice before the passage of the 
14th Constitutional amendment. The 
trial.and conviction was had after the 
passage of the amendment. The coun- 
sel of GRiFFIN sued out a writ of 
hubeas corpus before the United States 
District Judge, UNDERWOOD, of infa- 
mous notoriety, taking the ground that 
inasmuch as Judge SHEFFY, at the 
time of the trialand conviction, was 
incompetent to hold office in the State, 
by virtue of the 14th amendment, the 


judgment of conviction was void. Of 
course UNDERWOOD so held. If 
his ignorance of law had _ not 


prompted such a judgment, his ma- 
lignity and dishonesty would have 
produced the same result. The Chicf 
Justice in reviewing the record of the 
District Judge, decides: 

Ist. That the Fourteenth - Amend- 
ment is punitive, and was intended to 
punish rebels. 

2d. That as such it was in contra-, 
vention of the general spirit and pur- 
pose of the Federal Constitution, and 
that had it been an act of legislation, 
would have been an ex post Fucto law, 
and inoperative. It was, however, a 
Constitutional Amendment, and 
though conflicting in its terms with 
some of the cardinal and fundamental 
liberties of American citizens, 
it Was nevertheless valid, (there 
being no restraint on the power of 
Amenudinents to the Federal Constitu- 
lion, 

4d, Notwithstanding this validity 
in the /etter, it should receive such a 
construction as would be as little det- 
rimental to American liberty as pos- 
sible, and should, by judicial con- 
struction, be rendered inconsistent 
with the other provisions of the Con- 
stitution to as limited an extent as 
possible. 

4th. Therefore the passage of this 
amendment did not ‘pso fueto divest 
‘any State officer of Virginia, legally 
exercising his functions before its pas- 
sage, of his office. This divestiture 
could not occur without previous ju- 
dicial investigation as to the _ fact, 
whether the officer labored under the 
disabilities imposed by the amend- 
ment.

The reports from the eoetton erop are of 
a very’ unfavorable character. The late 
cold weather appears to have affected the 
young plant very injuriously. In Ruther- 
ford and other counties of this State there 
is much complaint among the farmers 
that their cotton has been damaged by the 
cold rainy weather of last week, and that 
some will have to replant. Reports re- 
ceived at Charleston up to the 15th inst., 
from all portions of South Carolina, rep- 
resent the tpland colton crop as very seri- 
ously injured by the recent cold weather. 
We also haveSimilar reports from Georgia, 
While the caterpillar is said to be playing 
havoe with the cotton in Florida, 
Reports from Iowasay that the wheat 
crop never looked so wellas now. ‘The 
extent of the prowing crop is very large, 
varving froin 25 to 100 per cent. broader 
than last season, and many farmers will 
even harvest ten acres where they did one 
last vear. Corn planting has also been 
very general. 
The Paducah Herald hears serious com- 
plaints by the farmers froin all quarters 
about the destruction of the voung tobac- 
co plants by the bugs, and if the many ac- 
counts that reach it about the ravages of 
these little vandals be true the next crop 
of the weed will certainly be considerably 
curtailed.
